There they encountered Conduc­ 
tor Jam es Connery and A. A. Got- 
thoff, express messenger. 
Connery 
was bound and gagged and rolled 
in a corner. 
Before Gotthoff could 
executive their order to open the 
safe, F ran k Wenglass, diner chef, 
and George Mitchell, a porter, walk­ 
ed Into the car. 
Ix>ot Is Divided. 
Undismayed, the bandits calmly 
tied up Wenglass and Mitchell and 
rolled them in the corner with Con­ 
nery.

Currency and negotiable 
papers were divided equally between 
them. 
All other papers. Including non- 
negotiable bonds, were piled on the 
floor of the car and burned.
